20, 1922 and during her year she milked above 100 lbs. 
per day for 210 days. Her highest day was 123 lbs. milk. 
She averaged over 100 lbs. a day for the first 320 days 
of her test. She has been reported by Superintendent 
Gardner with a 7-day record starting 63 days after calving 
of 833.9 lbs. milk, 31.47 lbs. butter in 7 days and a 30-day 
record started 56 days after calving of 3,452.2 lbs. milk, 
128.49 lbs. butter.

“During the extreme hot weather she was affected 
by the heat and went down from nearly 100 lbs. to 
around 50 lbs. and since then, in order to get her to 
come back, we gave her whatever she liked nest but 


makes her performance all the more sensational. 


Kolrain Finderne Bess has produced two daughters 
that have made records. The older of these, Kolrain 
Finderne Segis Bess, made, as a senior three-year-old, 26.93 
lbs. butter, 611.0 lbs. milk in 7 days. The other, Begs 
Finderne Mooie Fayne, freshening at 1 year, 11 months, 
10 days, made a record of 19.48 lbs. butter, 426.7 lbs. milk 
in 7 days, and on yearly test completed a very sensational 
record for a heifer of her age of 944.85 lbs. butter, 20,001.5 
lbs. milk.

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The Story of the Pacific International 


By O. M. PLUMMER, General Manager 











HE Pacific Internation- 

al Live Stock Exposi- 
tion of today really 
nad its beginning about 
thirteen years ago, when a 
small group of livestock 
commission men at the 
Union Stock Yards of 
North Portland got to- 
gether and decided to give 
a few hundred dollars for 
premiums on a show of fat 
cattle, hogs and sheep, to 
be shown just before 
Christmas and later on be- 
come meat for the holidays. 
It is my recollection that 
about $750 was the total 
amount given for pre- 
miums. This show, heid 
under the _ stockyards 
sheds, created a lot of in- 
terest amongst the breed- 
ers over the country, and 
when the following year 


came, the Shorthorn people o yw. pjummer (left), General Manager of the Pacific-Interna- :

in particular were anxious tional from its inception, and 
that they be given some 
little room to show breed- 
ing animals. This was done 
and a few hundred dollars was added to the premium list. 

In 1913 the dairymen began to sit up and take notice 
and were given recognition along with the beef cattle, fat 
hogs and sheep. A small building, about 80x120, was 
erected to take care of a sales ring for the fat stock and 
to provide room for the breeding animals. The entire 
sugare footage in this building would not have exceeded 
10,000 feet, equal to two city lots. This building is stil! 
a part of the Union Stock Yards equipment. It is now 
used as a service garage. 

Followed in rapid succession 1914, 1915, 1916 and 1917, 
with shows of increasing size each year, under larger 
and larger tents, with outstanding recognition by breed 
associations everywhere and good interest from the entire 
Northwest as well. During those early years no admission 
fee was charged, so there is no definite way of figuring 
the attendance, although the last shows held under 
canvas probably would have shown an attendance of from 
35,000 to 45,000 people. 

Owing to some disagreement between two groups of 
people, there was no breed show put on in 1918, and be- 
cause of this, the breeders were greatly worried lest the 
fo-ndation which had: been so well laid might be swept 
away. Therefore, on the evening of December 13, 1918, a 
group of the most respresentative breeders of the Pacific 
Slope met at the Imperial Hotel and decided to launch 
a movement to build a permanent home for the Pacific 
International Live Stock Exposition, which should be 
owned and held for all time in the name of the breeders, 
farmers, business men—in fact, all the people of this great 
country. 

The writer was asked to take charge, having been, 
as a part of the stockyards organization, with the Pacific 
International since its beginning. Immediately offices 
were set up in the Northwestern Bank Building (where 
they have remained ever since), and within six weeks 
blue prints had been made following pretty closely the 
lines of the present building. A group of directors had 
been appointed and they authorized us to go ahead. 

The State of Oregon was divided up into county divi- 
sions; other States were taken as a whole; Portland, 
realizing the great value of the Exposition, offered to meet, 
dollar for dollar, any money which might be raised in 
the State or any other part of the country. Breeders, 
farmers, stockmen, bankers, men, women and children 
in all parts of the Northwest became members of the 
Pacific International; county after county was entered, 
enthusiasm grew unbounded, and at the end of a short 
campaign it was apparent that the movement would be 





for the past two years. 


& great success. The Port- 
land business men met the 
issue squarely and in a 
series of well-conducted 
drives raised more than 
their proportion of _ the 
money to meet that sub 
scribed outside the city. 
Construction was begun 
about the first of April, 
1919; it was rushed through 
to completion, and the first 
show was held November 
17 to 22, inclusive. The 
building covered approxi- 
mately five acres, all under 
one roof, and was con- 
sidered at that time one of 
the outstanding shows of 
the country. The entries 
that year numbered 1,653, 
comprising cattle, hogs, 
sheep and allied exhibits. 
The attendance in 1919 was 
around 50,000 people. 
Frank Robertson, one of 


our treasurer, was elected 
chairman of the building 
committee, and with him he 
associated six-well-known breeders and business men. 
Frank Brown, of Carlton, Ore., an old-time Shorthorn man, 
was selected as the first president and served for two 
years. 

The showing of 1919 was so good that 1920 found the 
Pacific International swamped with entries of all kinds, 
numbering 3,471, and to care for these various exhibits 
tent space to the extent of about three acres more was 
added. The attendance in 1920 was about 65,000. 

On account of the splendid exhibit in 1921 and the 
evident need for more room, the Oregon State Legisla- 
ture at its session in the spring of 1921 made an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for new construction, which en- 
abled the Exposition to build additions in every direction 
totaling five acres, so the building as it now stands covers 
an area of ten acres all under one roof. One of the most 
interesting additions made was the Industrial Exhibits 
Section in front of the old building, with an area of 120x728 
feet, and filled with exhibits of various manufacturers, 
Land Products show, Dairy Products show and other 
attractive features. 

Fred S. Stimson of Seattle was elected president for 
1921, and under his inspiration the show. made a tre- 
mendous growth. One of the most important features of 
that year was a trainload of breeders who came from the 
East as guests of the Pacific International. The party 
included some of the best known men of public as well 
as industrial life in the whole country, and the word which 
they took back with them immediately established the 
prestige of the Pacific International. The attendance this 
year increased to 101,000 and the number of entries to 
3,526. 

On Thanksgiving morning, only a few days after the 
close of our show, the breeders and business men of the 
entire country were shocked and grieved at the news of 
the death of President Stimson, who passed away just 
as he was getting ready to go to his farm for the annual 
family Thanksgiving dinner. Fred Stimson’s memory will 
always be treasured by those who knew him. A bronze 
tablet was dedicated to his memory at the 1922 Exposi- 
tion, and now occupies a prominent place on the columns 
of the building. 

E. A. Stuart of Carnation Farms, Seattle, was chosen to 
complete Mr. Stimson’s unexpired term, and later was 
elected to serve again for 1922. The 1922 Exposition 
showed a large increase in the number of entries, the 
total having been 3,816, while the attendance held up 
equal to that. of 1921, which was rather an unusual thing,

HIS chapter will be devoted to that somewhat 
T indefinite family of great long distance producers 

developed for the most part by A. W. Morris & Sons 
Corporation of Woodland, California. We say indefinite 
because it is not descended from any one particular 
foundation cow, but was built up by combining the blooa 
of four wonderful cows purchased by the Morris Corpora- 
tion of the Pierce Land and Stock Company of San 
Francisco, and developed by them into one of the greatest 
long-time producing and show ring winning families o1 
the breed. The four cows are Aralia De Kol, Juliana 
De Kol, De Kol of Valley Mead and Romeo Aaggie’s Acme. 
Credit should also be given to Riverside Sadie De Ko\ 
Burke and her son Segis Pontiac De Kol Burke, also 
to the two great sires, Prince Gelsche Walker and King 
Segis Pontiac Emperor. 

Aralia De Kol, No. 55194, was bred by M. D. Eshleman- 
Sherman. of Fresno, California, and was born June 26, 
1900. She was one of the many good daughters of Ignaro 
De Kol, who has two 1000-lb. daughters and was one of 
the first sires to have eight daughters above 800 lbs. 
He was a son of Johanna 5th’s Paul De Kol, a materna 
grandson of the foundation cow, Johanna, and combining 
on his sire’s side, Paul De Kol, Mutual Friend and Clo- 
thilde breeding. The dam of Ignaro De Kol was Cascade 
Princess, an A. R. O. sister to Romeo Aaggie’s Acme 
another of the four foundation cows of this family. 

After making a. small two-year-old record followed by 
@ 21-lb. three-year-old record from 563 lbs. milk, Aralia 
De Kol remained untested until she was eleven years 
old, when she made a 22-lb. record from 615.3 lbs. milk and 
a little later in the lactation raised her butter recorrc 
to 24.67 Ibs. Eight months after calving she did even 
better, with 24.99 lbs. butter from 596.1 lbs. milk. The 
milk record was a World’s Record in this division over 
all ages, the butter record standing second to that ov 
Banostine Belle De. Kol and being, of course, a World’s 
Record for her advanced age. She finished her year 
with 1142.33 lbs. butter from 28,090 lbs. milk, this being 
the first 28,000-lb. record since semi-official testing began, 
and both butter and milk standing as World’s Records for 
age for a number of years. The following year as a 
12-year-old she got a better start but did not finish quite 
so strong. Her seven-day figures were 30.14 lbs. butter 
from 742.3 lbs. milk, with a 30-day record of 122.3 Ibs. 
butter from 3069.1 lbs. milk, all World’s Records for 
her age at that time. She finished with 950.7 lbs. butter 
from 22,922 lbs. milk, figures that were not beaten by a 
12-year-old cow for nearly ten years. 


Aralia De Kol has three A. R. O. daughters, all wita 
good year records. Aralia De Kol 3d made 28.75 lbs. butter 
from 646.2 lbs. milk and a year record of 1100.48 Ibs, 
butter from 24,554.1 lbs. milk. Aralia De Kol Mead, 
another daughter, made 1215 lbs. on strictly official tes, 
and later made her second 1000-lb. record in only 296 days. 
The third daughter, Aralia De Kol of Riverside, has 
almost 25 lbs. butter from 562 lbs. milk and a year recore 
as a four-year-old of 697.04 lbs. butter from 14,552.6 Ibs. 
milk. It is interesting to note that the first daughter 
was sired by a son of Juliana De Kol, the second by »

The secona 
daughter, Aralia De Kol Mead, has two great record 
daughters, one a 37-lb. cow with over 1300 lbs. in a year 
and the other a 34-Ib. three-year-old with over 1000 Ibs. 
at maturity. The 1300-lb. cow, Aralia De Kol Mead 24, 
completes the greatest three-generation group of ths 
breed. for butter production and her daughter, a 900-lb. 
two-year-old completes the World’s Record four-generation 
group. The pedigree of this 900-lb. two-year-old, Miss 
Aralia De Kol Mead, is a typical Aralia-Mead pedigres. 
If traced back for seven generations we find among. her 
direct ancestors, Aralia De Kol appearing twice, Juliana 
De. Kol. four times,. De Kol of Valley Mead three times 
and Romo Aaggie’s Acme once. . She also traces to River: 
side Sadie De Kol Burke, through her son Segis Pontia. 
De Kol Burke, also twice to King Segis Pontiac Emperor 
and once to Prince Geische Walker. 

The third daughter of Aralia De Kol is dam of the 
26-lb. three-year-old, Aralia Mead De Kol, who has four 
good record daughters. 

There are also two proven sons of Aralia De Kol— 
Aralia King who has an 1100-lb. daughter, and Aralia De 
Kol Pontiac Segis, who has a good list of daughters ant 
a number of famous sons. 

The second foundation cow of this family is Juliana 
De Kol, No. 55792, born December 4, 1900. She is a 
sister to Aralia De Kol, both being by Ignaro De Kol, 
both bred by M. D. Eshleman-Sherman and both bors 
within six months of each other.

ONCRETE evidence of improving conditions in the 
C Holstein industry appears in the public sale reports 
of the past month. Three sales held within a week 
in as many different states showed an average of nearly 
$400 a head for about 225 head sold. A top price of $8,650 
for a bull of outstanding breeding was a feature of one 
of these sales and good living prices obtained throughout. 
The results of these sales emphasize the soundness of 
the advice previously given that breeders who expect to 
be in the market for Holsteins in the reasonably near 
future will save money by making their purchases this fall. 
The trend of Holstein prices is unmistakably upward and 
every indication points to a steady, consistent advance 
in price levels. 

Among the factors which form the basis of this belief 
may be mentioned, first, the steady improvement in general 
agricultural conditions. In many parts of the country, 
the dairyman’s dollar is practically up to its pre-war pur- 
chasing power, and there is a consistent demond for 
good dairy cows from farmers in the newer sections, who 
are entering upon a program of diversified farming. 

Another factor is the prospect for continuing better 
prices for milk. Government records show that milk con- 
sumption is increasing in this country faster than pro- 
duction at present, so that during the past year this coun- 
try has consumed all the milk and dairy products pro- 
duced with practically no exportable surplus. In fact, 
the imports have slightly exceeded the exports. With 
continued effective work on the part of the various or- 
ganizations that are promoting increased use of the prod- 
ucts of the dairy cow and with business in general in a 
prosperous condition and unemployment practically non- 
existent, we are justified in looking for a still further in- 
crease in the demand for our products. 

A further cause for optimism is the extension program 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. This is 
making new friends for our breed and for our products 
and will be increasingly reflected in the prices of our 
cattle as time goes on. 

Finally, the record-breaking Holstein show season, now 
drawing to a close, is a potent cause of optimism. These 
great shows, extending all the way from Coast to Coast, 
established new high levels in numbers and quality and 
the enthusiasm there engendered cannot fail to make it- 
self felt in the advancement of the industry during the 
coming year. In fact, the outstanding success of the 
shows of the year demonstrates the good feeling of our 
breeders and their confidence in the future. These and 
many other factors form a substantial basis for a belief 
in the early coming of better times in the Holstein 
industry. 

The public sale is the great barometer of the industry. 
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It has suffered from its abuses and is chargeable with 
its share of the damage that was done by over-inflation of 
the industry and it must also assume its share of the re. 
sponsibility during the time when the pendulum was 
swinging the other way. During the time of deepest de. 
pression, the effect was heightened by the fact that breeg. 
ers in many cases sold unrepresentative animals, which 
they wished to dispose of and which went through the 
auction rings because their owners felt that they coulg 
better afford to lose money on that kind than upon more 
desirable offerings. We are happily throupgh the worst 
of that situation and breeders today are consigning their 
better animals with more confidence that fair prices wi} 
be paid. Even so, the public sale is the great bargain 
place even now. In the better class of consignment sales 
and in many of the dispersal sales, top quality animals are 
offered at auction and sold unreservedly to the highest 
bidder at prices far below what any purchaser would ex- 
pect to pay through private negotiation. 

In conclusion, therefore, we want to urge those of our 
friends who are in the market for Holsteins to take agq- 
vantage of the reputable sales of the fall season, and at 
the same time not neglecting the many bargains offered 
at private sale through the advertising columns of this 
and other publications. We have been operating upon a 
buyer’s market so long now that intending purchasers 
may have come to feel that they can buy what they want 
at the bottom price at any time. While we are not look. 
ing for boom prices and for the good of the industry 
would not welcome such a return, we do feel that the 
conditions today warrant belief in an early and progres- 
sive readjustment of the Holstein market that will be 
more nearly fair to both seller and buyer.

This volume con- 
tains the entries for the past two years, as no Year Book 
was published in 1922. This volume refers to Volumes IX 
and X in the same manner as does our Blue Book. The 
price per volume is two dollars and the two preceding 
volumes which are necessary for complete reference are 
also available at this price. With the increasingly close 
relations between the breeders of the United States and 
Canada, a set of these Year Books is a necessary part of 
the breeder’s library.

Kolrain Finderne Bess 


HE new record for Kolrain Finderne Bess is described 
‘a in this issue and presents many features of special 

interest. It is a cause for congratulation not only to 
Dutchland Farms, owners of this great cow, but also to 
the breed as a whole. The record of practically 1400 Ibs. 
butter and over 35,000 lbs. milk is the highest strictly 
official yearly production of milk ever recorded and is 
the second highest for butter. She is the third cow of the 
breed to produce over 35,000 lbs. milk in a year and it is 
significant as showing the broad adaptibility of the Hol- 
stein cow that one of these three marvelous milk pro- 
ducers is located on the Pacific Coast, the second in North- 
ern Michigan, and the third on the Atlantic seaboard. It 
is more than a coincidence that two of these three breed 
leaders should be sisters and it may or may not be sig- 
nificant that the third member of the trio, Segis Pietertje 
Prospect, is sired by a son of King Segis mated with a 
daughter of Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad, while Finderne Pride 
Fayne, the sire of the other two, is from the best daugh- 
ter of Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad and sired by a grandson of 
King Segis. 

The record of Kolrain Finderne Bess is a matter for 
congratulations to the industry, especially because she 
adds another to the list of cows of this breed with two 
records above 1000 lbs. butterfat. At the close of the last 
fiscal year, the number of cows that had performed this 
feat was two, they consisting of a Jersey, Vive La France, 
and the Holstein, Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid. Since 
that time there have been added four other 1000-lb. fat 
repeaters, all Holsteins, giving our breed five out of the 
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six such producing marvels at this time, while the one 

d only cow with three records above 1000 Ibs. fat is 
sae credited to our breed. It is significant further that 
the six highest record cows of all breeds for two years’ 
putter production are Holstein-Friesians. 

But to get back to Kolrain Finderne Bess, we can, per- 
haps, better visualize what it means to produce 35,000 ibs. 
milk in a year when we stop to figure that this means an 
average daily production throughout the year of practi- 
cally 96 Ibs. Dutchland Farms pay the dairymen who 
sell milk to them for their retail routes, 8% cents per 
quart. At this price, the product of Kolrain Finderne Bess 
was worth $1400 to her owners during the year. Kolrain 
Finderne Bess with a production more than equaling the 
production of ten cows of average ability, demonstrates 
anew the outstanding efficiency of the Holstein-Friesian 


cow.

Manager Plummer advises that the special demon- 
stration train from Syracuse to the Pacific International 
is drawing a great deal of attention all through the 
states through which it is passing. Excellent state-wide 
publicity is being given to it all the way through and 
Mr. Plummer calls attention to the splendid inspiration 
that it is affording from the fact that the National Grand 
Champion female is a member of this train. Concerning 
the other activities of the show, Mr. Plummer advises 
that the entries in the boys’ and girls’ club classes are 
double those of last year, while the night horse show, 
according to the prediction of leading experts of other 
shows, indicates this will be the premier event of its 
kind held this year. The Editor of the World is covering 
the Pacific International this year for the benefit of World 
readers. 


The 30,000-Lb. Cows of the U. S. and Canada 


N ANSWER to an inquiry as to the number of 30,000- 
J» cows in the United States and Canada, we present 

the following list complete to October 1, 1923. This 
gives the fat production in each instance also, and by 
this list it will be seen that there are twenty-four cows 
that have exceeded both the 30,000-lb. mark for milk 
and the 1,000-lb. mark for butterfat. In addition to this 
list there are four British Friesians above 30.000 Ibs. 
and one Friesian in New Zealand with a 31,000-lb. record. 
From the following list, it will be noted that one cow, 


Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid, has three records above 
31,000 lbs., while four other cows have twice exceeded 
the 30,000-lb. mark. Still another, Kolrain Finderne Bess, 
is reported in this issue with her second record above 
32,000 Ibs., the figures being over 35,000 Ibs. milk and 
1400 lbs. butter. Segis Pietertje Prospect is the only 
cow with two records above 35,000 Ibs., her two records 
standing respectively first and second highest in the 
world. 

We find that California leads with respect to number 
of 30,000-lb. cows, having developed eleven different cows 
that have exceeded this mark; Minnesota coming next 
with ten; Washington closely crowding with nine; New 
York and the Dominion of Canada coming next with four 
each; Ohio, Massachusetts, Oregon, and Michigan with 
two each and Nebraska and Montana one each. Following 
is the complete list:

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California Junior Republic in the 
Front Again 


The report of the Holstein awards 
at the California State Fair recently 
published in these columns empha- 
sizes anew the splendid work that is 
peing done by the California Junior 
Republic at Chino. This herd has 
produced heavy winners at the Cali- 
fornia State Fair for a number of 
years, the herd sire, Ditchter Spofford 
Korndyke Lad 5th 201456, having 
taken grand championship himself and 
produced a number of champions at 
earlier shows. This year, his two-year- 
old son, named Republic Spofford Ida 
Lyons 367334, was made senior and 
grand champion bull. The following 
interesting story of the results of the 
showings of this herd and also the 
great work this vocational school is 
doing was sent us by Arthur Harri- 
son, Jack Rentfle, and Tom Davies, 
students in the school, who were in 
charge of the 1923 show herd: 

“On our herd of seventeen entries 
at the 1923 California State Fair, we 
won eight firsts, seven seconds, two 
thirds, and one fifth, as well as the 
grand championship on our two-year- 
old bull, Republic Spofford Ida Lyons. 
This bull is a son of Dichter Spofford 
Korndyke Lad 5th, a former grand 
champion, and his dam, Ida De Kol 
Pearl Lyons, has records of 32 Ibs. in 
7 days, 131 Ibs. in 30 days, and is now 
going at a 1000-Ib. butter rate for the 
265-day route. She is milked and in 
full charge of Arthur Harrison, a stu- 
dent in the school. 

“Our winnings at this state fair 
will perhaps be interesting to World 
readers for the following reasons: 

“All the animals shown were pro- 
duced on the California Junior Re- 
public (School) Farm under the care 
and by boys under sixteen years of 
age. 

“The Republic herd was started by 
boys of this school in 1916 by the 


purchase of four foundation cows and 
the bull, Dichter Spofford Korndyke 
Lad 5th. 

“The success of this herd has been 
a great inspiration to the farmers of 
California in placing purebred Hol- 
steins in the hands of their sons. 

“The Republic herd now numbers 


‘over thirty Holsteins that are help- 


ing to educate over fifty boys for 
future positions in California Holstein 
herds. 

“This is the second time this herd 
has carried off grand champion bull 
at the California State Fair. 

“Robert A. Condee is Superintend- 
ent of Agriculture and in charge of 
Dairy instruction. Reni Brulleau is 
the herdsman, a graduate of our 
school and in charge of the herd and 
dairy boys since 1917. 

“We have eighty boys in this school 
and they are one hundred per cent 
Holstein fans. We play Holsteins as 
most schools play football. We read 
the World from cover to cover.”

and was senior champion again at the same show in 1911. 
One of her sons, Juliana King of Riverside, was one of 
the best show bulls of his time, winning junior and reserve 
grand championship at the California State Fair in 1908, 
and senior and grand championship 1909, the same year 
that his dam was grand champion female. This bull 
was a real transmitting sire as well as a show bull, and 
appears in the pedigrees of many of the very best of 
the Aralia-Mead family. He has four 1000-lb. daughters, 
including one of the 1000-lb. daughters of Aralia De Kor 
already mentioned, also Queen Juliana Dirkje, former 
World’s Champion senior three-year-old with 1021.73 lbs., 
whose son, Juliana King of the Rock is sire of many goon 
producers and show ring winners.

The Morrises consider this cow 
the best cow, from all standpoints, that they have eve 
bred, and her sons head several of the best Californi, 
herds at this time. One son, King Korndyke Pontiac 20th, 
was the leading sire of record makers in the honor list 
of 1922-23. 

The outstanding son of De Kol of Valley Mead is 
King Mead of Riverside, who was sired by the best gon 
of Juliana De Kol. He has four daughters with reords 
from 1100 to 1331 lbs., two of them being above 1000 Iba. 
butterfat and a third over 1200 lbs. butter. His best daugn.

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National Homestead Sale Averages $361 





HE National Homestead Sale, 
ti held at Watertown, Wisconsin, 

on October 17, made an average 
of $361 for fifty-eight animals, the 
sale total being $20,940. This sale was 
sponsored by the Homestead Club as 
a demonstration of Homestead type 
and practical dairy ability. The saie 
management devoted its efforts, 
therefore, rather to the selection of 
animals measuring to this standard 
rather than upon the basis of high 
records. It was the general opinion 
of those present at the sale that from 
the standpoint of type this was as 
choice a lot of cattle as has ever been 
offered the buying public. 

Homestead bulls seem to be in de: 
mand and the seven included in this 
sale made an average of $679. A De- 
cember bull calf consigned by Baltz 
Hosely, Monticello, Wisconsin, topped 
the sale at $1625. He was a son or 
North Star Joe Homestead, a bull of 
Moscrip breeding from his great 
Daisy heifer, and the dam of the 
young bull had a record of 36.95 lbs. 
butter in 7 days. He was purchased 
by the Milwaukee House of Correc- 
tion. This figure, of course, helped 
to bring up the bull average. The 
prices were very consistent through 
out the sale, practically half of the 
offerings bringing over $300, and all 
but four over $200, these four falling 
short but a few dollars of the mark. 
The forty-five females over two years 
of age averaged $326, and six heifers 
under two years $253, showing an ex- 
cellent demand for heifers represent 
ing these lines of breeding. A. R. O. 
records upon the animals themselves 
probably received less consideration 
than they deserved, the twenty-three 
females with records averaging $324, 
which is slightly less than the aver 
age for all of the females of milking 
age.

Mullen, Watertown, Wisconsin, and 
purchased by John M. Kelley, Bara- 
boo, Wisconsin, for $780. This young 
cow was herself untested but the dam 
was a 960-lb. daughter of a 1000-lb.

Maid, a 32-lb. and 1000-lb. state cham- 
pion four-year-old daughter of Iowana 
Sir Ollie, was struck off to him at 
$700. The consignor was Louise H. 
Dickinson, Lake Geneva, Wisconsii.
